Too many magazines are wrecked as 
regards opinions they may give on any 
gubject of interest to its readers by 
this false style of advertising. When 
a paper is taken up by an ardent 
philatelist, and among other important 
reading matter he reads about half a 
column of a most interesting subject 
about some rare stamps that were in 
so and so’s collection so many years 
ago; and then finds that they are for 
sale by such and such a firm at an 
“extremely low” rate, or that this 
firm’s ‘pills for pale people cure indi- 
gestion,” ete., etc., he has no further 
faith, or at least faith of a very shallow 
kind in the unread portion of the 
paper. Again, a paper that is not 
read is thrown aside ; if thrown aside 
what becomes_of the advertisements? 
They of necessity are thrown aside 
also. Now, if a paper which is not 
read has a circulation of two or three

NOTES ON CANADIAN STAMPS 


The 1868 issue, except the half cent 
black have all been found on water- 
marked paper. It is not a government 
watermark, but probably the maker's 
name, ‘lhe fifteen cent violet is the 
rarest. 


Tt is stated that some two cent ver- 
million registered stamps were in a 
safe somewhere in Nova Scotia. Burg- 
lars blew it open, and the powder- 
smoke caused the stamps to turn drown. 
Hence two cent brown registers. 


The 7%d and tod. stamps, are 
found in three varieties. ‘lhe difference 
Is In the size of the oval. 


Very few collectors have genuine 
used specimens of the New Brunswick 
five cent “Connel” stamp.

AFGHAN POSTAGE STAMPS 


The collectors of stamps may like to 
know that Ameer Abdur Rahman has 
had three issues of stamps When he 
first came to the throne he had dies 
struck for two postage stamps, both 
round in shape and of a dull red 
colour. One of these was valued at 
!one abasi, or four annas, and the other 
two abasis; the former was used on 
letters weighing one miskal, or half the 
weight of a Cabuli rupee. The latter 
carried a letter up ta two miskals, The 
inscription on these stamps is “ Darus 
Sultaneh Cabul” on the margin, and 
the price is in the middle. ‘Three 
years ago a small black oblong stamp, 
about an inch long, valued at one 
abasi, was issued. ‘This was merely 
inscribed ‘ Masul Kagaz Dak Khana 
Dowlat-i-Afghanistan fi miskal ek 
abasi.” This has now been superseded 
by a much larger red oblong stamp, 
which bears the same words, but has 
in addition a mosque and two flags 


The report of the superintendent of 
the railway mail service for the past 
four years shows that the percentage of 
killed and injured in railway accidents 
is pretty high among the postal clerks 
There were 34 killed and 553 injured.
